Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, in Congress assembled, That the 
people of the Territory pf Wisconsin: be, and they are hereby 
authorized to form a Constitution and State Government, Гог 
the purpose of being admitted into the Union os an equal foot- 
ing with the original States, in all respects whatsoever, by 
the name of the State of Wisconsin, with the following boun- 
daries, to wit: Beginning at the northeast corner of the State 
of Illinois, that is to say, at a point in the centre of Lake Mich- 
igan where the line of furty-two degrees and thirty minutes of 
north latitude crosses the. same; thence running with the 
boundary tine of the State of Michigan, through Lake Michi- 
gan, Green Вау, to the mouth of the Menomonee river;‘thence 
up the channel of said river to the Brule river; thence up said 
last mentioned river shore to Lake Brule; thence along the 
southern shore of Lake Brule, in a direct line, to the centre of 
the channel between Middle and South Islands, in the Lake of 
the Desert; thence іп а direct line to the head waters of tha 
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Montreal river, ав marked upon the survey made by Captain 
Cram; thence down the main channel of the Montreal river to 
the middle of Lake Superior; thence through the centre of 
Lake Superior to the mouth of the St. Louis rivar; thence up 
the main-channel of said river to tho first rapids in the same 
above the Indian village, according to Nicollet’s map; thence 
due south to the main branch of the St. Croix; thence down 
the main channel of said river to the Mississippi; thence 
down the centre of the main channel of that river to the 
northwest corner of the State of Illinois; thence due east with 
the northern boundary of the State of Illinois to the place of 
beginning, as established by “ An act to enable the people ой 
Illinois Territory to form а constitution and state government 
and tor the admission of such state into the Uhion on an equal 
footing with the original states,” approved April eighteen, 
eighteen hundred and eighteen. 

Бес. 2. And be it further enacted, That to prevent all disputes 
in reference to the jurisdiction of Islands in the said Brule and 
Menomonee rivers, the line to be so run as to include within 
the jurisdiction of Michigan all the islands in the Brule and 
Menomonee rivers, (to the extent in which said rivers are 
adopted as а boundary,) down to and inclusive of the Quinesec 
Falls of the Menomonee; and from thence the line shall be so 
run as to include within the jurisdiction of Wisconsin all the 
islands in the Menomonee river, from the falls aforesaid down 
to the junction of said river with Green Bay: Providéd, That 
the adjustment of boundary, as fixed in this act, between Wise 
consin and Michigan, shall not be binding оп Congress‘unless 
tho same shall be ratified by the State’of Michigan оп or be- 
fore the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred and 
forty-eight. 

Увс. 9. And be it further enacted, That (һе ваја State of 
Wisconsin shall have concurrent jurisdiction of the Mississippi 
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and all other rivers and waters bordering ой Ше said State of 
Wisconsin, so far as the same shall form a common boundary 
to said State, and anv other State or States now or hereafter to 
be formed or bounded by the same; and said river ава waters, 
and the waters leading into che same shall be common high- 
ways, and forever free, as well to the inhabitants of said State 
as to all other citizens of the United States, without any tax, 
duty, impost or toll therefor. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That (гот and after the 
admission of the State of Wisconsin into the Union, in pur- 
suance of this act, the laws of the United States, which are по) 
locally inapplicable, shall have the same force and effect with- 
in the State of Wisconsin as elsewhere within the United 
States; and said State shall constitute one*district, and be cal- 
led the district of Wisconsin; and adistrict court shall be held 
therein, to consist of one judge, who shall reside in the said 
district, and be called the district judge. Не shall hoid at the 
seat of government of said State two sessions of said court an- 
nually,on the first Mondays in Jannary and July, and he shall 
in all things have and exercise the same jurisdiction and pow- 
ers which were by law given to the judge of the Kentucky dis- 
trict, under an act entitled “An act to establish the judicial 
courts of the United States.” He shall appoint a clerk for 
said district, who shall reside and keep the records of said 
court at the placeof holding the same; and shall receive for 
the services performed by him, the same feesto which the 
clerk of the Kentucky district is by Там entitled for similar 
services. There shall be allowed to the judge of said district 
court the annual ‘compensation of fifteen hundred dollars, to 
commence from the date of his appointment,to be paid quarter- 
ly at the treasury of the United States. 

Sec, 5. And be it Further enacied, That there shall he ap- . 
pointed in said district-a person learned in the law, to actas at- 
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torney of the United States;-who, іп uddition to the state fees, 
shall be paid the sum of two hundred dollars annually by the 
United States, as a full compensation for ail extra services;the 
said payment to be made quarterly atthe treasury of the Uni- 
ted States. And there shall also be appointed a Marshal for 
said district, who shall perform the same duties, be subject to 
the same regulations and penaltics, and be entitled to the same 
fees, as аго prescribed and ellowed to Marshals іп other dis- 
tricis; and shall moreover be allowed tho sum of two hundred 
dollars annually as a compensation for all extra services. 

Sec 6. And be it further enacted, That until another cen- 
sus shall be taken and apport.onment made, the State of Wis- 
cousin shall be entitled to two representatives'in the Congress 
of the United States. | 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted, That the following pro- 
positions are hereby submitted to the Convention which shall 
assemble forthe purpose of forming a constitution for the 
State of Wiscansin; for acceptance or rejection; and if accept- 
ed by said convention, and ratified by an article in the consti- 
tution, they shall be obligatory on the United States: 

First. That section numbered sixteen in each township of 
the public Innds in said state, and where such sections have 
been sold or otherwise disposed of, other lands equivalent 
thereto, and as contiguous as may be, shall be granted to said 
State for the use of schools. 

Second. That the seventy-two sections ог two entire town- 
ships of land set apart and reserved for the use and support of 
a University by an act of Congress, approved on the twefth 
day of June, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight entitled “ап 
act concerning a seminary of learning in the Territory of Wis- 
consin,” are hereby granted and conveyed to the State, to be 
appropriated solely to the use and support of such university, 
in such manner as the legislature may prescribe. 
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Third- That ten entire sestiong of land to be selected and 
located under the direction of the legisiature, in legal divisions 
of not less than one quarter section, from any of the unappro- 
priated lands belonging to the United States within the said 
state, are hereby granted tothe said state, for the риррозе of 
completing the public buildings of the said state, or for the 
erection of others at the seat of government, under the direc- 
tion of the legislature thereof. Г 

Fourth, That all salt springs within said state not exceed- 
ing twelve in number, with six sections of iand adjoining, òr as 
contiguous as may be 10 each, shail be granted to the state for 
its use; the same to be selected by the legislature thereof with- 
in one year after the admission of said state; and when 50 selec- 
ted, to be used or disposed of on such terms, conditions, and 
regulations as the legislature shall direct: Provided, That no 
salt spring or land, the right whereof is now vested in .any 
individual or individuals; or which may hereafter be confirmed 
or adjudged to any individual or individuals, shall by this sec- 
tion, be granted to said state. 

Fifth. That five per centum of the nett proceeds of sales 
of public lands lying within the said state which have been 
or shall he sold by Congress, from and after the admission of 
said state into the Union, after deducting all the expenses inci- 
dent to the same, shall be paid to said state for the purpose 
of making public roads and canals in the same as the legisla- 
ture shalldirect: Provided, That the foregoing propesitions 
herein offered are on the condition that the said convention 
which shall form the constitution of said State shall provide 
by a clause in said constitution, or an ordinance, irrevocable 
without the consent of the United States, that she doth consent 
to and accept of the boundaries herein prescribed; and that.. 
said state shall never interfere with the primary disposa! of 
the soil within the same by the United States, nor with any 
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regulations Congress may find necessary for securing the title 
in such soit to bonafide purchasers therefor;'and that no tax 
shall be imposed on landa the property of the United States; 
and that in no-ease shall non-resident - proprietors be taxed 
higher than residents.
